REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 17 are allowed because the prior art of record does not show or 
suggest an apparatus for filtration having a micro or ultrafiltration filter and a means for 
increasing the pressure in a permeate side comprising at least one permeate 
circulation circuit having a length defined between a first end and a second end located 
opposite to the first end, wherein the first end of the at least one permeate circulation 
circuit is connected, via an inlet, to a permeate discharge pipe at a point downstream of 
a shut-off valve of the permeate discharge pipe, wherein the permeate discharge pipe is 
configure to discharge permeate from the apparatus at a point upstream with respect to 
the inlet of the at least one permeate circulation circuit, in combination with the 
remaining limitations in the claim. The Lawrence reference teaches a permeate 
discharge pipe exiting the permeate side 5, including valve 9 and ending at tank 10, as 
shown in Fig. 3. However, the discharge pipe disclosed by Lawrence is not configured 
to discharge permeate from the apparatus at a point upstream with respect to a 
circulation circuit, said circulation circuit being the tanks 10 and 19, valves 1 1-14 and 
pump 1 5. Lawrence teaches that the permeate is discharged at a point downstream 
from the circulation circuit, as shown in Fig. 3, and there is no reason or suggestion to 
modify Lawrence to include the discharge pipe at a point upstream with respect to the 
circulation circuit. 

Claims 2 and 4-1 6 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 1 .
